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CSUS prof says 


People face death by denying it

She feels suicide might be an 
easy way out. She wants to take her 
own life before she becomes in- 
capacitated 

About other people she says, “I 
look around everywhere I go and 
see them upset over such minor 
things and I want to shout I have a 
brain tumor, I might die!” 

The voice on the tape belongs to 
a twenty year old nurse who knows 
there is a good chance the brain 
tumor she has 1s inoperable. She 
talks about the disappointment of 
not seeing her daughter go to the 
Olympics or her son become a 
man. it’s getting hard for her to 
hide the tact that something ts 
wrong 
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“I'm having trouble getting my 
head together,” she says. 

Dr. Douglas Michell, who 
teaches classes on death and dying 
at CSUS, turned off the tape and 
began his lecture, “Coping With 
Your Own Death”. The majority of 
his lecture is based on his personal 
views and philosophies 

Michell views death as a natural 
tragedy but believes most people 
deal with the reality of their own 
death by denying it. They see death 
as an abstract idea instead of a fact 
and this makes it bearable. The 
problem arises when an individual 
becomes terminally ill or someone 
close to them dies. Then death is no 
longer an idea 

He listed some of the fears in- 
volved with dying. There is the fear 





of the dying process itself. Most 
people want to die quick or in their 
sleep. They don’t want to feel pain 
There is the apprehension and fear 
of not knowing what happens to 
you after you die. The fear of ex- 
tinction is not wanting to give up 
the consciousness of life. People 
do not want to stop having the ex- 
periences and awareness that goes 
with living. But the loneliness, for 
dying people, is a bigger fear than 
the dying itself 

Michell maintains that death is 
uncontrollable. The only control 
people have over it — and thisisa 
limited contro! — 1s either speeding 
up the process with suicide or 
delaying it by staying in good 
health. Beyond that death is a ran- 
dom element 7 


“We don't handle the death of 
others very well,” Michell 
contends. That's one reason he ad- 
vocates taking a class on death. He 
feels by learning to cope with your 
own death you can help others do 
the same. Taking a close look at 
death instead of denying it makes it 
more comfortable to live with. He 
started the tape again 

“The fear used to be of not 
knowing what it is. Now the fear ts 
knowing what it is.” She was 
speaking in reference to the tests 
she was going to take that would 
finally tell her if she was going to 
die or not 

“| just want someone to say that 
it’s all right to cry, to be angry, to 
be afraid of the unknown.” But the 
last time she was inthe hospital she 





was left alone most of the time. The 
nurses only came in when they had 
to. She was put in a semi-private 
room. alone, so she wouldn't upset 
anyone 

Of this, Michell said that being 
alone only magnified her feelings 
What she needs is someone to share 
her feelings with 


Michell can accept the feelings 
that go along with dying. but he 
doesn't hke them. From teaching 
the class on death his life has 
become more meaningful to him 
and he appreciates it more. The 
fact that he declines, mentally and 
physically. makes him glad that his 
life will end 

“Anything that ends becomes 
more precious.” he said 
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Poor planning plagues evacuation plans

emergency plans will hamper any 
mass evacuation attempt on the 
CSUS campus 

Environmental Health and 
Safety Officer Edward Amaker 
said, “ithe information on 
evacuation should be disseminated 
a lot better than it has been.”

Contradicting Yelverton’'s 
statement, Amaker said, “When | 
came hgre in 1969, there were no 
emergency plans.” 

But in 1971, four years ago, 
emergency plans were established 
Procedures tor fire, bomb threats. 
natural disasters, civil defense, and 
riots are contained in a booklet 
that was posted on bulletin boa~ds 
and sent to offices at that ume

you know the signals? 

University Police Chief Don 
Yelverton said the campus 
emergency plan “is !5 years old and 
does not provide for the new 
buildings: Union, Library. and 
Health Center.” 


Updating of this 1971 plan was 
urged in April 1975 by the En- 
vironmental Health and Safety 


Advisory Committee 
Amaker said, “This is one of our 
problems; the plan was adopted in 
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1971, but that was four years ago 
It should® be re-evaluated. | 
brought this up to the Chancellor's 
Office. and they advised me to back 
off and said this is the res- 
ponsibility of the University 
Police.” 

The revision discussion “was 
dropped from the committee's 
agenda” this week according to 
Yelverton 

Fires and bomb threats are han- 
dled on an individual building 
basis. For mass alerts. the early 
warning system siren would be 
utilized. The siren now atop the old 
library may be moved to the higher 
new library 

Amacker said it is tested. as mart 
of the civil defense system on the 
last Friday of each month. Yelver- 
ton said that he was not aware of 
campus siren testing. 

The warning signals are 
Irregular blasts leave the 
building: warbling for 3 minutes 
take cover immediately in any 
shelter; steady for 5 minutes 
take cover immediately in best 
shelter; three long blasts 
evacuate due to threat of flood. 

The plan also states it 
“unlikely advance warnings of ear- 
thquakes will be forthcoming.” 
These type of warnings are now ex- 
pected to be possible within a year 
according to United States 
Geological Survey scientists, and 
have already proved successful in 
China, the Soviet Union, and 
Japan 

An immediate mass evacuation 
in cars would be accomplished ina 
one way, northbound direction on 
the wesi side of campus. Following 
the 1975 graduation ceremonies, 
with adequate preparation and a

no-panic-factor, 10.000 to 12.000 
cars were moved out ina 30-minute 
period under this plan according to 
Yelverton 

He also said the only hitch in the

A random mini poll taken by 
the Hornet yesterday indicates that 
one half of 20 questioned students 
advocate the recall of some ASI of- 
ficers 

The other half of polled 
students were unacquainted with 
the recall movement and offered no 
opinion 

All students casting a favorable 
opimon for the recall admitted to 
formulating opinions from 
evidence presented in an article 
appearing in Tuesday's Hornet 

“| absolutely think they should 
be taken out if what the Hornet 
published is true.” a senior student 

A junior student expressing an 
affirmative opinion noted of the 
student government: “Everything 
until now seemed to be fine.” 

Based on student government 
officers alleged non-attendence of 
required meetings, a male student 
said that a reprimand instead of 
recall seemed warranted. 

“However, if they are screwing 
around with a $400,000 budget 
then | think they should be 
recalled.” he said. 

A female student who served 


last vear as the Student Elections 
Committee chairperson at Califor- 
ma State University. Fresno, noted 
that student government recalls are 
popular on a number of college 
campuses 

According to the  jumor, 
‘students tend to become involved 
in student government after rather 
than before decisions had been 
made 

“I do not think it is serious 
enough now: it is getting rather late 
in the semester.” she said. 

The majority of students refus- 
ing to comment were either 
treshmen or transfer students 
Those speaking in favor of the 
recall were primarily juniors and 
seniors. 

Of continuing students res- 
ponding to the poll, three-fourths 
indicated that they had voted in 
last spring's student body elections 
One third of those did not 
remember for which candidates 
they cast their ballots 

“I remember voting for Gian- 
nom because all his better points 
seemed apparent,” a jumor student 
said. 

All but one student questioned 
had never attended student

“It takes three to five minutes to 
give a pint of blood. They also take 
three small vials of blood tor tes-

Ihe needle will then be 
removed. and you'll be told to 
remain where you are for ten to 
twenty minutes. When you hase 
rested, vou'll be directed to the 


refreshment area. State law re- 
quires that you remain in this area 
tor at least fifteen minutes. You'll 
be served coffee or fruit juice and 
cookies or doughnuts. It’s best to 
drink as much liquid as possible 
alter giving blood to replace lost 
bods tluids 

Then vou're done. You've spent 
about one hour at the Blood Bank 
and saved voursell, or a member of 
vour tamily, at least $50 

You will be sent a donor card 
approximately sixty davs later 
which will show your bloodtype 
and the date vou donated. You can 
give blood every two months. And

While 
this device is usually used to help 
armchair quarterbacks and 
managers second-guess the real 
ones, tt has other uses. The replay 
of the detlected-pass-touchdown 
by France Harris of the Pittsburgh 





Steelers in the 1973 plavotf game 
against the Raiders was used by the 
olficials in judging the play. The 
replay can also be used to spotlight 
plavers who've made good or bad 


plavs. It can be used to show the 
slow-motion beauty of the sport 

One problem with TV its 
commercials. This problem is 
worse in sports. [tis difficult to call 
a time out for a commercial 
without affecting the flow of the 
game. Pro tootball handles thts 
problem by breaking during the 
natural breaks in the game. te 
team timeouts. injuries. and tur- 
novers.

then scratched out for “Awake and 
Sing!” were 
“Oh. boy, another play about

“Terrific. more on the failure of 
Marxism.” 


“Why is it that so many male 
American playwrights deal with 
bitch-and-moan accounts of stifled 
families gasping under the 
domination of Terrible Mothers? 
Clifford Odets’ “Awake and Sing!” 
provides another case in point.” 


The difficulty in using any of the 
above that they 
couldn't be used honestly; all were 
conceived and then abandoned 
during the first five minutes of 
Friday's performance of “Awake 
and Sing!” in the CSUS 
Playwrights’ Theatre. And, while I 
confess | am no fonder now of the 
smother-mother motif than | was 
when | walked into the theatre, this 
dislike cannot be attributed to any 
faults of the performance 

“Awake and Sing!” is not ac- 
tion-packed; the lives of its 


first lines ts 


jcharacters center closely around 


the living and dining rooms of the 
Berger apartment in the Depres 
The  per- 
sonalities of the characters, too, 
revolve around the harsh 
domination of Bessie Berger (Vana 
Russell), Devouring Mother par 
excellence 

Her husband Myron, played by 
Mitchell Sugarman, has _ been 
thoroughly cowed by her: his 
conversation is trivial, his words 


drift here and there, never really 
settling on anything because no 
one in the family has listened to 
him in years. Their young son 
Ralph, (David Chase), struggles to 
escape and is aided in the cause by 
his grandfather (Marsh 
McCandless). who urges him to 
break free while he is still young 
and unmarried 

Hennie, Ralph's sister, played 
by Susan Dillingham, seems at first 
to be the only person capable of 
resisting Bessie, but 
surrenders, allowing herself to be 
forged by pregnancy, into mar- 
rving Sam Feinschreiber (Bull 
Sheppard) 

Additional love-hate interest is 
provided by Moe Axelrod (David 
McDonald). a amputee 
who alternately propositions and 
taunts Henne, who has become 
quickly disillusioned by diaper- 
washing and a milquetoast hus- 
band 

The Playwrights Theatre 
provides an idea! environment for 
a play like “Awake and Sing!” 
audience, players and setting are 
closely packed together, which 
strengthens the stifled quality of 
life under the hand of Bessie 
Berger. Two ten minute inter- 
missions are provided to give the 
audience a breathing space

Excellent fantasy show

Complete with lilting fiddle 
music and a feast of breads, wine 
and apples, the opening of Ed 
Galvez, John Chairomonte, E. W 
Ross and Ken Mort's art show was 
a celebravion, by their own ad- 
mission, of the fantasy-type theme. 

Fully expecting just an O.K. art 
show, | was quickly impressed by 
lacy rainbow waterfall, herring- 
bone elephants in felt-pen on 
brown paper wrappers, 4 tapestry 
of etchings in: monarch butterflies, 
and the greatest rarity of all a 
decent nude in charcoal 

Fantasy, yes, but shoddy 
workmanship, no. Galvez’s large 
acrvlic “The Treefrog Dilemma,” 
with the florid tropical colors 
Gaivez emphasizes, catches your 
humor without being gaudy or 
cute. The frogs peek out of green 
boxes joined together like square 
honeycombs 

“The thing that prompted me to 
do it was the library study corrals” 
said Galvez. “I also like to give 
animals human characteristics.” 
Galvez also indulges in such od- 
dities as a nude woman with a 


sphinx head tailing behind two 
beautiful flying watercolor geese 

Joh. Chiaromonte also got the 
honor of explaining himself: “The 
elepnan't me basically because 
they're killing off big things like 
whales and elephants. If we kill 
them off, eventually we'll kill 
ourselves off.” 

Chiaromonte also “gets off on 
other famous artists,” whose pain- 
tings he puts in the background of 
his at-home elephants. He’s in- 
cluded works of Jack Ogden and 
Tom Wesselman, CSUS instruc- 
tors 

Chiaromonte gives an em- 
broidered quality to his works by 
copying textures of cloth and fill- 
ing in with definite, straight, thin 
lines 

Ken Mort can draw flesh with 
the best of them. In one sketch, the 
undulations of a shadowed nude, 
with the translucence of a master 
protratt never once erased, loomed 
over outlines of a trio sitting stiffly 
as though in polite conversation. A 
watercolor of an amorphous leafy 
palm stump on a_ tablecloth 
showed, like his waterfall and 
nudes, incredible grace in clean but 
curvy edges, and pretty § dis-

the film remains a boring, unenter- 
taining waste of time. 

The film is set primarily in 
modern times. Dracula (David 
Niven) has just restored life to his 
previously dead wife through a 
complex blood 
transtusions. However, somewhere 
along the way he has intermingled 
a certain blood type and his wife 
returns to life Black. Dracula, wor- 
ried what the neighbors will think 
of an inter-racial marriage, decides 
that such a change is unacceptable 
Thus, along with his manservant 
and wife, he heads for London to 
secure a specific blood type needed 
for a change of pigmentation 

lo begin with, the character of 
Dracula is one which belongs in the 
late 1800s or early 1900s. It is there 
that Dracula ts most effective and 
believabie. No film to date, and 
there have been several which have 
tried, has successfully placed 
Dracula in any other time period. 
OLD DRACULA is no exception 

Of the characters of the horror 
genre, Dracula is the most popular 
The most outstanding reason for 
this fact is that Dracula is the only 
dignified monster ever produced 
Despite the ugliness of what he is 
underneath, Dracula has always 
maintained an air of aristocracy, 
culture and solemnity. To attempt 
to transform him into a comic 
figure is a mild desecration which is 
doomed to failure 

And that is what OLD 
DRACULA is. If you are looking 
for a quality horror film or a wor- 
thwhile comedy, then you are ad- 
vised to look elsewhere. OLD 
DRACULA neither frightens or 
amuses, it merely makes one wish 
that one had spent his money on 
something else.

How to win at blackjack, 
or how not to cheat

If you wander into a Lake 
lahoe casino someday and find 
your math professor hunched over 
a blackjack table, try to believe he's 
not really gambling. but doing 
research on correlation coefficients 
and mathematical distributions 

Ht he’s CSUS math professor 
Peter Griffin, vou'd probably be 
right 

Grittin got interested in black- 
a mathematical prodlem 
about six vears ago when some 
students asked him, to teach a 
course in the mathematics of gam- 
bling. From there he began study- 
ing the various commercialiy-sold 


jack as 


systems for winning at blackjack 

Griffin, sitting 19 his office and 
chewing on a soap-bubble pipe. 
emphasizes these are not systems 
he has developed himself. One was 
invented by a UC Irvine professor 
about 12 vears age and described in 
a paperback called “Beat The 
Dealer.” Variations on that system 
have since been developed and are 
sold by promoters at fees 
sometimes up to $200 

“What we mighi laughingly call 
my ‘research’. savs Griffin. “has 
consisted of determining which of 
the systems is best under given cir- 
cumstances.” 

He explains that. unlike other 
casino games. blackjack lends itself 
to the use of a system because the 
odds are constantly changing. This 
is hedause only @tewcard\ are used 
for each deal and theoretically 
atleast are not plaved again un- 
til after the cards have been shut- 
Hed

But he says he can now “in a 
coupie of seconds evaluate any 
card-counting system somebody 
would propose.” 

His research has led him to 
some conclusions. One ts that 
“there isn't a lot of difference 
between the systems.” 

Another is that the systems

“TL know as a mathematical fact 
that the systems. when plaved 
against an honest game of 21 will 
win.” he says. “that’s indisputable 
to a mathematician.” 

But lest a stampede to the math 
department begin, Griffin adds 
that the catch ts “there's a human 
tuctor when someone else holds the 
cards and decides which of the §2 
to give You” ‘ 

That's aecuphemistic wavy of sav- 
ing the dealer may cheat 

Girittin ts cautious about this 
perhaps with visions of the Mob 
dancing in his nead. But he claims 
that his sample observations of 
casino dealers at work throughout 
Reno and Lake lahoe “indicate 
overwhelmingly that they're not 
dealing the cards according to the 
randomness model.”
